EXCELLENT  SPEECHES 

AT  CHRISTMAS  DINNER 


The  annual  Christmas  dinner  and  football 
banquet  was  held  this  year  on  Tuesday  even- 
ing, December  20.  An  unusually  large  num- 
ber of  guests  were  present  to  hear  the  Glee 
Club  make  its  debut  and  to  listen  to  Captain 
Carl  Hageman  of  Harvard,  Coach  Tuss  Mc- 
Laughry  of  Brown,  and  Dr.  Allan  Winter 
Rowe. 

Mr.  Eames,  acting  as  toastmaster,  first  in- 
troduced Mr.  William  B.  Jacob,  the  Gover- 
nors' coach,  who  praised  the  team  for  their 
unflagging  efforts  during  an  adverse  season. 
Mr.  Jacob  then  awarded  letters  to  Manager 
Thomas  N.  Willins,  Dana  Douglass,  Seth 
Martin,  Roland  Gill.  Herbert  Badger,  Robert 
Sommer,  Louis  Sumner,  Roger  Wood,  Charles 
Reiche,  Harrison  Bickford,  Frederick  Inger- 
soll,  Minot  Shaw,  John  Frank,  James  Smith, 
Zigmund  Rogers,  Stephen  Ward,  and  Albert 
Disbro.  In  awarding  a  letter  to  Captain 
Richard  Segler,  Mr.  Jacob  announced  that  he 
had  been  elected  captain  for  next  year  also. 

Captain  Carl  Hageman,  the  next  speaker, 
emphasized  two  respects  in  which  the  college 
football  player  profits  from  the  game.  The 
first  is  the  exercise  and  pleasure  of  competi- 
tion, and  the  second  is  contact  with  many 
others  whom  he  might  otherwise  never  know. 

Coach  McLaughry  of  Brown  University 
praised  the  spirit  of  the  Governors'  team,  par- 
ticularly as  displaved  in  the  Moses  Brown 
game  which  he  had  seen.  He  spoke  of  the  de- 
velopment of  the  game  and  read  a  description 
of  the  game  as  played  one  hundred  and  fifty 
vears  ago. 

The  last  speaker  was  introduced  by  Mr. 
Calvm  Eldred,  who,  Mr.  Eames  pointed  out, 
had  known  Dr.  Rowe  longer  and  better  than 
anvone  present  and  was  therefore  better 
qualified  to  introduce  him.  Dr.  Rowe  dis- 
cussed the  different  methods  of  looking  at 
competitive  sports  and  said  that  the  greatest 
example  of  the  proper  spirit  had  been  shown 
bv  the  crew  of  a  wrecked  Gloucester  fishing 
boat  who  hauled  down  their  signal  of  distress 
at  the  approach  of  a  liner  because  thev  knew 
that  an  attempt  would  be  made  to  reach  them 
and  thought  that  in  the  storm  then  raging  the 
life-boat  crew  would  only  lose  their  own  lives. 

Between  the  speeches,  the  glee  club  directed 
by  Mr.  Arthur  Sager.  sang  several  numbers  in 
a  manner  which  indicated  that  this  year's  club 
will  be  a  worthy  successor  of  last  year's. 


PRESIDENT  JOHNSON  OF 

COLBY  VISITS  ACADEMY 


On  Thursday,  January  19,  Dr.  Franklin  W. 
Johnson,  President  of  Colby  College,  and  Mrs. 
Johnson  visited  the  Academy,  and  at  the 
regular  evening  meeting  Dr.  Johnson  ad- 
dressed the  school.  After  complimenting  the 
boys  on  their  singing  he  spoke  of  the  Greek 
ideal  of  beauty  in  usefulness  and  described  an 
ancient  statue  in  which  an  exhausted  runner 
is  handing  on  the  torch  to  his  successor  He 
said  that  statue  typified  the  relationship  be- 
tween successive  generations  of  men  and 
went  on  to  enumerate  the  things  which  preced- 
ing generations  had  passed  on  to  us  and  which 
we  in  turn  are  obligated  to  pass  on  to  the  next, 
improved  if  possible  but  at  least  unimpaired. 
Bodily  health  is  one,  he  said,  and  athletics 
are  designed  primarily  to  preserve  that.  In 
adding  wealth  to  the  list  he  made  it  clear  that 
he  meant  much  more  than  money.  Museums, 
works  of  art,  cathedrals,  and  in  fact  anything 
which  represents  human  effort; — all  are  part 
of  the  wealth  passed  on  from  generation  to 
generation.  Citizenship,  taken  for  granted  by 
those  who  acquire  it  at  birth,  is  a  third  item 
in  the  list.  To  appreciate  that,  he  said,  we 
need  only  think  of  the  effort  and  sacrifice 
which  less  fortunate  people  must  make  to  ac- 
quire it. 


SIGMUND  SPAETH  GIVES 

ENTERTAINING  LECTURE 


Dr.  S'gmund  Spaeth,  "tune  detective"  and 
"song  sleuth,"  entertained  the  school  and  a 
number  of  guests  on  Saturday  evening,  Jan- 
uary 14.  Dr.  Spaeth  first  explained  that  a 
tune  detective  is  one  who  traces  tunes  to  their 
source,  while  a  song  sleuth  traces  the  lyrics. 
As  an  example  of  how  modern  song  hits  can 
usuallv  be  shown  to  consist  of  fragments  of 
earlier  pieces.  Dr.  Spaeth  explained  the  origin 
of  Irving  Berlin's  Say  It  Isn't  So.  In  it  he 
found  parts  of  six  older  songs,  Dancing  in  the 
Dark,  Just  a  Gigilo,  Ragtime  Violin,  Just  a 
Little  Love  a  Little  Kiss,  April  Showers,  and 
Can't  We  Be  Friends.  At  another  point  in  his 
program  Dr.  Spaeth  showed  how  Yankee 
Doodle  could  be  changed  by  treating  the 
theme  in  the  manner  of  various  famous  com- 
nosers.  Probablv  the  most  amusing  part  of 
his  program  was  the  ballad  My  Mother  Was 
a  Lady  which  he  played  as  an  example  of  the 
music  popular  in  the  "Gav  Nineties".  Two 
parodies   completed   his  program. 
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FUNERAL  OF  REV.  JAMES 

HARDY  ROPES  HELD  IN 

NEW  HARVARD  CHAPEL 


The  funeral  of  The  Reverend  James  Hardy 
Ropes,  former  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Governor  Dummer  Academy,  was 
held  in  the  new  Memorial  Chapel  in  the  Har- 
vard Yard  on  January  tenth.  It  was  the  first 
to  be  held  in  the  newly  erected  chapel,  and 
Dr.  Ropes  was  further  honored  in  that  classes 
at  the  University  were  suspended  during  the 
ceremony. 

Dr.  Ropes,  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  from  1898  until  1910,  was  born  in 
Salem,  Mass.,  in  1866,  received  his  Bachelor's 
degree  at  Harvard  in  1889,  studied  at  the  An- 
dover  Theological  Seminary  until  1893,  and 
then  continued  his  studies  at  the  Universities 
of  Kiel,  Halle,  and  Berlin  until  1895.  He  was 
ordained  to  the  Congregational  ministry  in 
1901  and  received  a  D.  D.  from  Western  Re- 
serve University  in  1905,  but  has  spent  the 
greater  part  of  his  life  teaching.  He  was  ap- 
pointed Hollis  Professor  of  Divinity  at  the 
Harvard  Theological  Seminary  in  1901  and 
has  also  served  as  Dean  in  charge  of  University 
Extension  and  as  Dean  of  Special  Students. 
At  the  time  of  his  death  Dr.  Ropes  was  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Andover. 


LESLIE  GLENN  AND  CARROLL 

PERRY  AMONG  VESPER  SPEAKERS 


Mr.  William  Avirett  of  the  History  Depart- 
ment at  Deerfield  Academy  was  the  speaker 
at  the  vesper  service  of  December  18,  the  last 
Sunday  of  the  fall  term.  Appropriately  he 
spoke  of  Palestine  and  of  its  association  with 
the  life  of  Christ  and  particularly  with  Christ- 
mas. In  the  time  at  his  disposal  he  took  his 
audience  on  a  short  verbal  tour  of  the  Hol> 
Land,  describing  the  stable,  in  realitv  a  cave, 
at  Bethlehem,  the  carpenter  shop  at  Nazareth, 
and  the  sea  of  Gallilee.  When  he  actually 
made  the  trip  which  he  described,  he  went  to 
Gallilee  on  the  same  road  that  the  good 
Samaritan  used  so  long  ago,  and  he  found  that 
road  still  infested  with  robbers,  so  much  so 
that  the  native  police  still  find  it  necessary 
to  go  in  pairs.  In  Jerusalem  Mr.  Avirett  de- 
scribed the  Wav  of  the  Cross  and  the  Holy 
Sepulchre,  which  he  found  much  fought  over 
by  the  Christian  denominations  and  guarded 
from  fanatics  bv  Moslem  Guards.  In  that 
fact  Mr.  Averitt  found  the  lesson  of  his 
iourney,  the  need  of  toleration  before  the 
Christian  world  can  live  in  harmony  and  en- 
joy the  "Peace  on  Earth,  Good  will  to  man/' 
which  Christ  came  to  preach. 


Mr.  Leslie  Glenn  Discusses  Life  and 
Character  of  Calvin  Coolidge 

The  first  speaker  of  the  winter  term  was 
Mr.  Leslie  Glenn,  who  came  to  the  Academy 
on  January  15.  Mr.  Glenn,  admitting  thai 
we  were  much  too  near  his  time  to  make  a 
final  evaluation,  attempted  to  discover  the 
real  key  to  the  life  of  Calvin  Coolidge.  In 
him  he  found  the  typical  New  England  vir- 
tues, a  democratic  dislike  of  pomp  and  cere- 
mony, and  a  naturally  frugal  nature.  Al- 
though the  nation  enjoyed  the  many  jokes 
about  those  qualities,  even  in  the  years  of 
prosperity  it  was  reassuring  to  have  such  a 
man  at  the  head  of  the  government.  Mr. 
Coolidge,  however,  felt  himself  out  of  place  in 
the  modern  world  and  said  that  the  statesmen 
of  the  future  would  need  to  have  a  much 
broader  view  of  the  world,    and    would   need

more  than  the  homely  virtues  which  he  exem- 
plified. Mr.  Glenn  considered  that  statement 
one  of  the  best  proofs  of  the  late  President's 
grasp  of  modern  conditions,  and  he  went  on  to 
point  out  that  rugged  individualism,  praise- 
worthy in  a  pioneer  country,  is  no  longer  possi- 
ble for  men  or  for  nations, — that  we  are  direct- 
ly concerned  in  the  happiness  and  prosperity 
of  every  other  country,  no  matter  how  distant. 

Mr.  Carroll  Perry  Describes  Benaiah's 
Struggle  With  the  Lion 

The  Reverend  Mr.  Carroll  Perry  of  Ipswich, 
a  Trustee  of  the  Academy,  spoke  at  the  Sun- 
day evening  service  on  January  22.  He  chose 
a  text  from  the  first  book  of  Chronicles,  where 
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in  a  list  of  the  mighty  men  of  David  is  in- 
cluded the  name  of  Benaiah,  who  "went  down 
and  slew  a  lion  in  a  pit  on  a  snowy  day".  Mr. 
Perry  drew  an  analogy  between  that  situation 
and  the  struggle  of  a  man  in  the  world,  where 
all  difficulties  are  complicated  as  was  Ben- 
aiah's  by  the  presence  of  the  snow.  The  same 
fact  is  expressed  by  our  proverb,  "It  never 
rains  but  it  pours,"  and  is  illustrated  by  the 
lives  of  such  men  as  Washington  and  Lincoln. 
Washington,  facing  almost  overwhelming  odds 
without,  was  called  to  contend  with  treason 
within  the  ranks  of  his  countrymen.  Lincoln, 
struggling  to  preserve  a  nation,  was  tortured 
by  personal  loss  and  domestic  troubles.  And 
so  it  is  with  each,  the  speaker  said;  our  en- 
emies in  the  moral  struggle  do  not  come 
against  us  singly  but  always  accompanied  by 
lesser  ones  to  complicate  the  struggle. 

Dr.  Patton  Urges  Boys  to  Give  Their 
"Utmost  for  the  Highest" 
The  Reverend  William  W.  Patton  of  Glen 
Ridge,  New  Jersey,  addressed  the  school  on 
Sunday  evening,  January  29.  Dr.  Patton.  the 
father  of  one  of  the  boys  in  school,  said  that 
he  had  always  been  interested  in  signs  and 
that  he  thought  the  mottoes  which  business 
men  hang  over  their  desks  were  accurate  in- 
dications of  the  men  who  hang  them  there. 
Over  one  desk,  he  said,  he  had  observed  a 
motto  reading.  "The  utmost  for  the  highest." 
In  that  motto  he  found  three  meanings, — that 
we  should  give  as  best  we  can,  give  to  the 
best,  and  give  the  best  knowing  it  will  never 
be  lost.  He  closed  his  address  with  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  scene  in  Tennyson's  The  Passing 
of  Arthur  wherein  the  mystic  hand  rises  above 
the  waters  of  the  lake  to  receive  Excalibur, 
King  Arthur's  wonderful  sword  which  he  had 
commanded  Sir  Bedevere  to  cast  into  the  lake. 

Rev.  Laurence  Hay  ward  Describes  Sense  of 
Duty  as  Force  for  Happiness 

Mr.  Laurence  Hayward,  of  the  Unitarian 
Church  in  Newburyport,  spoke  to  the  school 
on  Sunday  evening,  February  fifth.  The  sub- 
ject of  his  talk  was  duty.  Mr.  Hayward  point- 
ed out  that  the  present  democracy  is  less  in- 
ducive  to  duty  than  some  of  the  old  autocratic 
systems.  He  said  that  when  we  hear  the  word 
must  and  do  our  duty,  we  become  responsible 
citizens,  and  the  great  problem  of  how  we  are 
going  to  meet  the  obligation  of  citizenship  is 
settled.  At  such  times  as  a  great  battle,  when 
a  man's  duty  to  his  nation  is  of  paramount 
importance,  the  duty  he  owes  to  his  family  or 
other  dependents  is  overshadowed. 

The  routine  of  life,  he  said,  is  founded  on  a 
sense  of  conscience.  However,  to  some,  duty 
is  no  more  than    old    custom.     But    theories 


which  so  explain  the  sense  are  merely  weak 
evasions  of  a  true  sense  of  right,  or  morality. 
Mr.  Hayward  concluded  by  telling  the  stu- 
dents that  those  who  have  a  true  sense  of 
duty  have  more  to  look  forward  to  than  do 
those  who  are  forever  undecided  what  to  make 
of  their  lives. 


BILL  CUNNINGHAM  GIVES 

INTERESTING  LECTURE  AT 

SATURDAY  ENTERTAINMENT 


Mr.  William  "Bill"  Cunningham  of  the 
Boston  Post  gave  an  interesting  talk  on  sports 
at  the  Saturday  evening  entertainment  on 
January  28.  He  told  a  number  of  interesting 
and  amusing  yarns  about  his  career  in  prepar- 
atory school  and  college,  in  the  war,  and  in  the 
newspaper  business.  In  conclusion  he  ad- 
vised the  boys  to  go  to  college  primarily  in 
quest  of  knowledge  and  not  merely  to  play  on 
the  football  team,  and  to  select  their  courses 
with  the  idea  of  furthering  their  chosen 
careers.  Mr.  Cunningham's  lecture,  enlivened 
by  the  racy  phraseology  and  apt  metaphor  for 
which  he  is  famous,  was  received  with  a  great 
deal  of  enthusiasm.

NEW  HAMPSHIRE  SPEAKS  AT 

REGULAR  EVENING  MEETING 


Dr.  George  N.  Bauer,  Dean  and  Director 
of  Admissions  at  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire,  spoke  to  the  school  very  briefly  at 
the  evening  meeting  on  February  second.

He  said  that  formely  it 
was  customary  for  men  to  go  to  college  to 
make  themselves  eligible  for  soft  jobs,  but 
that  now  men  entering  college  must  expect  to 
do  hard  work  there  and  to  prepare  themselves 
for  even  harder  work  later. 


FATHERLY  ADVICE 


On  Dress  Ties  and  How  to  Tie  Them 


The  recent  formal  dance  uncovered  the 
usual  amount  of  ignorance  of  the  art  of  tying 
dress  ties,  and  one  son's  plea  for  information 
elicited  the  following  letter  from  his  father, 
Mr.  Frank  O.  King,  the  creator  of  Skeezix 
and  Uncle  Walt.  The  Archon  is  endebted  to 
Mr.  King  for  his  permission  to  publish  the 
letter. 
"My  dear  Drew: 

I  am  sorry  you  are  having  such  a  hard 
time  with  that  tie.  What  you  should  do  is 
stand  in  front  of  a  mirror  and  watch  care- 
fully the  play  of  your  fingers.  First  tie  a 
simple  knot  with  the  right  hand  end  much 
longer  than  the  left.  Then  tie  a  single  bow 
— one  with  one  loop.  Then  bring  the  long 
end  forward  and  around  the  stub  end  that 
sticks  out  from  the  single  bow  and  tuck  in- 
to the  middle  band  and  through  it  and  pull 
in  front  of  the  single  loop.  (Illustrations 
occur  at  this  point,  Ed.)  This  isn't  the  only 
way  but  it  is  mv  method.  You  will  have  to 
experiment  with  the  length  of  ends. 

"When  you  see  your  fingers  going  one 
way  make  them  go  the  other  wav  for  you 
can  be  sure  they  are  wrong.  Place  a  cork 
between  your  teeth  because  as  you  put  your 
tongue  between  your  lips  with  either  a  left 
or  right  hand  curve  to  it  you  might  bite  it 
off  if  something  unexpected  should  happen, 
such  as  being  successful  with  the  knot.  If 
you  are  left-handed  you  do  just  the  op- 
posite of  the  things  pictured  in  the  above 
diagram,  but  this  will  not  alter  the  fact  that 
what  is  right  in  the  mirror  is  wrong  under 
the  chin. 

"Procure  a  celluloid  collar  to  do  your 
practicing  with  as  nothing  will  soil  clean 


linen  any  quicker  than  sticky  fingers  slip- 
ping off  the  tie  onto  it.  The  celluloid  collar 
can  be  used  to  take  flashlights  with  after 
the  party. 

"After  a  few  nights  of  this  and  then  giv- 
ing up  you  will  get  your  house  mates  to 
take  turns,  first  advising,  then  attempting 
to  tie  it. 

"Finally  procure  a  young  lady  who  will 
tell  you  you  are  silly  (sill)  to  make  such  a 
fuss  over  it  and  will  tie  a  bow  knot  such  as 
is  found  on  candy  boxes  and  funeral  wreaths 
and  will  be  perfectly  satisfied  with  it, 
whether  you  are  or  not. 

"So  far  in  correspondence  the  tying  of  the 
tie  has  loomed  much  larger  than  the  party. 
Would  like  a  word  about  the  latter.  Of 
course  a  party  is  only  a  party  but  the  other, 
if  it  happens,  is  an  accomplishment.

The  boys  and  their  guests  were  served  a 
chicken  dinner  in  the  school  dining  room  at 
six-thirty  and  coffee  in  the  Mansion  House. 
Dancing  began  at  eight  o'clock,  Devlin's  or- 
chestra furnishing  the  music,  and  continued 
until  twelve  with  refreshments  at  ten-thirty. 


The  Governor  Dummer  Glee  Club,  directed 
bv  Mr.  Arthur  Sager,  will  open  the  season  on 
February  23  with  a  Newburyport  concert  un- 
der the  auspices  of  the  American  Legion  post. 
This  concert  will  be  duplicated  on  February 
24;  and  on  the  following  night  the  club  will 
give  a  concert  at  the  House  in  the  Pines 
School  at  Norton,  Massachusetts.  This  con- 
cert will  be  followed  by  a  tea  dance  and  a 
supper  for  the  members  of  the  club.  On  March 
13  a  joint  concert  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Essex  Institute  will  be  given  at  Salem. 

Later  in  the  season  the  annual  trip  to  Port- 
land will  give  the  Glee  Club  an  opportunity 
to  broadcast  a  shortened  program,  and  there 
is  a  possibility  that  they  will  also  be  invited 
to  broadcast  from  a  Boston  station.  The  an- 
nual New  York  contest  will  not  occur  this 
year,  and  a  proposed  concert  at  Montclair, 
New  Jersey,  has  also  been  abandoned. 

Among  the  new  pieces  being  prepared  for 
this  season's  concerts  are  Lo,  How  a  Rose  E'er 
Blooming;  Schneider's  Band;  Adoramus  Te; 
and  Keep  in  The  Middle  of  the  Road.  High 
Barbary,  Passing  By,  and  Ole  Gray  Robe, 
among  the  most  popular  parts  of  last  year's 
program,  will  be  used  again  this  year.  A  trio 
composed  of  Peter  Folger,  Olaf  Olsen,  and 
Cordis  Sargent  will  be  a  feature  of  this  year's 
program. 
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AN  UNUSUAL  WINTER 


It  is  sometimes  interesting  to  note  the  re- 
sults of  an  unexpected  change  in  our  usual  sea- 
sons. Perhaps  no  more  opportune  time  will 
present  itself  to  observe  the  reactions  than 
this  winter  of  1932  -  1933.  It  is  unusual  when 
one  may  truthfully  say  he  sees  immeasurably 
better  weather  at  this  time  in  the  winter  than 
he  did  last  year.  There  have  assuredly  been 
two  very  severe  northeasters  this  winter,  blow- 
ing in  downpours  of  rain  and  lasting  for  four 
or  five  days  apiece,  and  in  no  way  adding  to 
the  comfort  of  the  school;  but  the  winter's 
snowstorms  may  be  counted  on  the  fingers  of 
one  hand. 

This  mild  weather  in  no  wise  took  the  shape 
of  a  boon  to  the  hockey  and  ski  enthusiasts. 
Four  of  the  first  seven  hockey  games  sched- 
uled were  never  called  because  of  the  lack  of 
ice.  Since  the  first  and  junior  hockey  squads 
compose  a  large  part  of  the  number  taking 
part  in  winter  athletics,  there  has  been  a  long 
period  of  inactivity  for  this  large  group.  Sim- 
ilarly the  scantness  of  snow  has  curtailed  the 
plans  of  the  Outing  Club,  which  had  been 
looking  forward  to  several  ski  trips.  There 
has  been,  therefore,  considerable  restlessness 
and  some  dissatisfaction  with  the  weather 
man. 

This  unusual  winter  term  has  been,  how- 
ever, no  exception  to  the  tradition  that  the 
winter  term  is  the  period  in  which  the  largest 
and  most  concentrated  amount  of  studying  is 
carried  out.  It  is  to  the  credit  of  the  entire 
school  that  the  temptation  to  sit  back  and 
blame  the  weather  has  been  resisted. 


All  three  of  the  members  of  last  year's 
graduating  class  who  are  now  at  Brown  have 
visited  the  Academy  during  their  mid-year  re- 
cess. From  them  the  editor  has  gathered  the 
information  for  this  article,  the  third  in  the. 
series  describing  the  activities  of  Governor 
Dummer  alumni  now  in  college. 

The  three  members  of  the  class  of  1932  who 
are  now  at  Brown  are  Elwood  Chase,  captain 
of  the  1932  hockey  team;  William  A.  Henne- 
berry;  and  Howard  Walker,  captain  of  the 
1932  baseball  team.  With  Hayward  Brown 
of  the  class  of  1931  and  now  a  sophomore  at 
the  university,  they  occupy  a  suite  of  rooms 
in  an  off-campus  house.  Until  the  pressure  of 
extra-curricular  activities  made  it  impossible, 
the  regular  Governor  Dummer  schedule  of 
study  hours  was  in  force.  Perhaps  for  that 
reason  none  of  the  four  has  been  in  serious 
scholastic  difficulties  to  date. 

During  the  fall  Chase,  Henneberry,  and 
Walker  were  all  members  of  the  freshman  foot- 
ball squad.  Walker  earned  especial  recogni- 
tion with  a  number  of  long  scoring  runs  against 
even  stiffer  opposition  than  was  provided  for 
him  by  the  Governor  Dummer  schedule.  He 
is  considered  the  most  promising  back  from 
the  freshman  squad.  Elwood  Chase  has  been 
playing  regularly  on  the  first  forward  line  of 
the  freshman  hockey  team;  and  Walker,  who 
has  been  laid  up  with  an  injured  shoulder, 
plans  to  report  for  practise  after  mid-years. 
During  the  spring  season  Chase  and  Henne- 
berry plan  to  go  out  for  golf  and  Walker  will 
play  baseball. 

Immediately  after  mid-years  fraternity 
initations  will  occupy  the  attention  of  the 
freshmen  at  Brown.  So  far  Elwood  Chase  has 
pledged  Delta  Tau  Delta,  and  Howard  Walker 
to  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  which  is  also  Hayward 
Brown's  fraternity.

AN  UNSUSPECTED  BYFIELD 
INDUSTRY 


A  favorite  Sunday  afternoon  walk  takes  the 
students  of  Governor  Dummer  Academy  up 
the  country  road,  past  the  Byfield  Woolen 
Mills,  over  an  old  country  road  past  the  snuff 
mill,  thence  down  the  road  to  the  Byfield 
Parish  church,  and  so  back  to  school.  Those 
taking  the  walk  for  the  first  time  seldom  fail 
to  be  surprised  at  finding  a  snuff  mill  so  far 
from  tobacco  fields;  and  when  they  hear  that 
the  industry  continues  to  flourish  despite  de- 
Dression  and  changing  conditions,  they  usually 
become  incredulous.  Such  is,  however,  the 
case,  for  the  Byfield  Snuff  Company,  formed 
from  the  Pearson  Tobacco  Company  and  the 
much  older  Larkin  and  Morrill  Company,  en- 
joyed a  normal  trade  during  1931  and  again 
in  1932. 

Sailors  have  always  been  heavy  consumers 
of  snuff,  perhaps  because  the  danger  of  fire 
prevents  indiscriminate  smoking  on  shipboard; 
and  sailors  were  responsible  for  the  establish- 
ment of  the  industry  in  Byfield.  A  map  of 
the  Parker  River  printed  in  Ewell's  Story  of 
Byfield  shows  a  snuff  mill  in  operation  in  the 
village  as  early  as  1746.  At  that  time  New- 
buryport  was  already  a  shipping  center  of  im- 
portance, and  when  in  1804  Thomas  Rand 
Larkin  started  the  first  of  the  mills  included 
in  the  present  company,  Newburyport  was  at 
the  height  of  its  glory  as  a  seaport.  The  to- 
bacco for  the  mill  was  conveniently  brought 


by  sea,  and  the  same  ships  brought  the  con- 
sumers. 

Larkin,  a  nephew  of  the  Deacon  Larkin 
whose  fast  mare  carried  Paul  Revere  on  his 
famous  ride,  was  the  son  of  Samuel  Larkin,  a 
soldier  in  the  Continental  Army.  Samuel's 
home  in  Charlestown  was  one  of  the  houses 
burned  by  the  British  to  drive  out  snipers  at 
the  battle  of  Bunker  Hill,  and  his  wife  carried 
Thomas  Rand  and  his  sister  to  Reading,  where 
they  were  cared  for  by  the  town  as  its  share 
in  caring  for  the  refugees  from  Charlestown. 
Thereafter  there  is  no  record  of  the  family  ex- 
cept that  Thomas  Rand  came  from  Haverhill 
in  1804  to  buy  the  mill  previously  owned  by 
a  man  named  McKinstry  and  start  grinding 
snuff.  The  same  mill  is  described  as  "Thurla's 
Mill"  on  a  map  of  the  river  in  1795  published 
in  Currier's  History  of  Newbury,  Mass.  Ap- 
parently it  had  been  both  a  lumber  mill  and 
a  cloth  mill  before  Larkin  equipped  it  with 
mortars  for  grinding  snuff. 

The  mortars,  of  which  sixteen  were  in 
operation  at  a  time  after  the  Civil  war  cut  off 
competition  from  the  south  and  brought  pros- 
perity to  the  Byfield  mills,  were  made  from 
the  trunks  of  trees.  A  section  two  feet  in 
diameter  and  three  feet  in  length  was  hollowed 
out  and  mounted.  Down  from  the  ceiling 
above  it  was  fixed  a  wooden  shaft  carrying 
perpendicular  wooden  rollers  which  pressed 
out  against  the  sides  of  the  mortar.  Tobacco, 
inserted  at  the  top,  was  taken  out  at  a  square 
hole  in  the  base  and  poured  through  again  un-

til  it  reached  the  desired  degree  of  fineness. 
Water  power  from  the  river  was  transmitted 
entirely  by  wooden  cogwheels  parallel  to  the 
ceiling.  Since  belting  was  unknown  in  the 
mill,  a  complicated  train  of  gears  covering 
practically  the  whole  ceiling  was  required  to 
transmit  power  to  the  sixteen  mortars.  Mr. 
C.  Ernest  Larkin  of  Newburyport,  a  descend- 
ant of  Thomas  Rand  Larkin,  spent  his  boy- 
hood in  Byfield  and  can  recall  the  weird 
groaning  and  shrieking  which  announced  to 
the  boys  fishing  below  the  mill  that  the  gates 
had  been  opened  and  the  wooden  wheels  of 
industry  were  turning  for  another  day. 

Originally  the  product  of  the  mill  was 
packed  in  small  wooden  kegs,  each  holding 
five  pounds.  Later  it  was  packed  in  pigs'  blad- 
ders which  in  turn  were  packed  and  shipped  in 
barrels.  Some  of  the  old  kegs  are  still  pre- 
served as  mementos,  and  until  recently  the  old 
mortars  and  the  wooden  cog  wheels  with  their 
hand-shaped  wooden  gear  teeth  could  be  iden- 
tified in  the  scrap  heap  of  the  old  mill. 

While  the  prosperous  era  following  the  Civil 
War  seemed  to  Samuel  Larkin  and  Orlando 
Morrill,  the  current  operators  of  the  mill,  to 
warrant  increasing  their  personal  drawing  ac- 
counts from  seventy-five  cents  to  one  dollar  a 
day,  it  was  not  an  unmixed  blessing,  for  it 
naturally  brought  competition.  The  most  im- 
portant competitor  was  the  Pearson  Tobacco 
Company.  The  name  of  Pearson  had  long 
been  associated  with  the  river,  three  mills 
operated  by  men  of  that  name  being  shown 
on  the  map  of  the  river  in  1746;  but  when 
Benjamin  Pearson  began  grinding  snuff,  he 
took  over  and  transformed  a  mill  which  had 
been  a  saw  mill  and  then  a  woolen  mill.  It 
was  located  in  the  village  about  half  a  mile 


up  the  river  from  the  Larkin  and  Morrill  mill, 
standing  on  the  site  of  the  present  Byfield 
Snuff  Company  plant.  The  two  mills,  and  at 
one  time  a  third,  operated  in  amicable  rivalry 
until  1899,  when  it  seemed  better  to  combine 
under  the  present  name.  Even  the  combined 
company  was  in  no  position  to  compete  with 
the  trust  which  developed  in  the  snuff  indus- 
try, as  in  all  others  of  the  period,  but  fortu- 
nately President  Roosevelt  was  prevailed  up- 
on to  include  the  snuff  trust  among  the  ob- 
jectives of  his  memorable  "trust-busting" 
campaign;  and  since  then,  without  flourishes 
or  great  advertising  programs,  the  Byfield 
Snuff  Company  has  continued,  in  the  words  of 
one  of  its  officials,  "quietly  grinding  snuff." 


WRESTLERS  OPEN  WITH 

VICTORY  OVER  BROWNE 

AND  NICHOLS  TEAM 


On  Saturday,  January  21,  the  Governor 
Dummer  wrestling  team  opened  the  season  by 
defeating  the  Browne  and  Nichols  team  at 
Cambridge,  18-13.  Captain  Woodman  of 
Browne  and  Nichols,  wrestling  in  both  the 
145-pound  and  the  155-pound  class,  account- 
ed for  eight  of  his  team's  points  by  throwing 
Seth  Martin  and  gaining  a  time  decision  over 
Captain  Jose  Beola  of  the  Governors.  An  extra 
bout  in  the  175-pound  class  gave  Browne  and 
Nichols  the  other  five  points  at  Perry  Rey- 
nolds' expense. 

Nathaniel  Sanders,  165  pounds;  Harry 
Churchill,  135  pounds;  and  Walter  Comfort, 
165  pounds,  amassed  fifteen  points  for  the 
Governors  by  earning  three  falls.  Gerry 
Dietz's  time  decision  over  Bartlett  of  Browne 
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and  Nichols  accounted  for  the    other    three 
points. 

Coach  Charles  D.  Brodhead,  Captain 
Beola,  and  the  whole  school  expressed  satis- 
faction with  such  an  encouraging  beginning 
of  the  third  season  of  wrestling  as  an  organ= 
ized  sport  at  Governor  Dummer. 

Exeter  Wrestlers  Victorious  in  Series 
of  Close  Bouts 

The  Exeter  wrestling  team  came  to  Gover- 
nor Dummer  on  Wednesday,  January  25,  and 
in  a  series  of  exceedingly  close  bouts  earned  a 
18^2  -  iyi  victory  over  the  Governors.  Mario 
Fernandez,  in  his  first  bout  of  the  season,  ac- 
counted for  all  his  team's  points  by  earning  a 
draw  in  the  125-pound  class.  Justin  Waite 
in  this  meet  replaced  Harry  Churchill,  135 
pounds,  who  was  out  for  two  weeks  with  a 
broken  finger. 

Governors  Earn  One-sided  Victory  Over 
Marblehead  in  Third  Meet 

On  Saturday  afternoon,  January  28,  the 
Governor  Dummer  Academy  wrestling  team 
was  matched  with  a  team  from  the  Marble- 
head  High  School.  The  Governors  proved 
their  superior  skill  by  defeating  their  oppon- 
ents 3lx/2  to  6^2.  Although  one  or  two  of 
the  Marblehead  team  seemed  stronger,  they 
lacked  the  ability  of  our  own  well  coached 
team.  The  two  most  interesting  bouts  were 
the  ones  between  Walter  Comfort  and  Parkin 
in  the  165  pound  class,  and  between  Nathan- 
iel Sanders  and  Taylor,  also  in  the  165  pound 
class.  The  latter  bout,  being  an  extra  one  in 
that  class,  was  not  counted.

HOCKEY  TEAM  HINDERED 

BY  LACK  OF  PRACTISE 


For  the  second  season  the  Governors' 
hockey  team  has  had  practically  no  opportun- 
ity to  practise  or  to  develop  team-play.  It 
has  been  particularly  annoying  this  year,  after 
the  boys  had  made  the  effort  to  build  the  dam 
and  provide  a  second  rink,  to  have  to  cancel 
game  after  game  and  realize  that  the  possibil- 
ity of  having  a  finished  team  is  rapidly  pass- 
ing. The  only  consolation  has  been  the  knowl- 
edge that  in  most  of  the  games  which  have 
been  played  the  opponents  have  been  under 
the  same  handicap.

In  the  first  scheduled  game  of  the  season 
the  Governors  lost  a  4  -  1  decision  to  the  Har- 
vard Junior  Varsity  at  the  Boston  Garden  on 
Wednesday  afternoon,  January  18.  In  spite  of 
the  adverse  score,  Mr.  Eames  was  well  pleased 
with  the  game,  feeling  that  much  might  be  ex- 
pected from  a  team  which,  almost  without 
practise,  could  hold  the  well-drilled  Harvard 
team  to  that  score. 

The  defense  work  by  Captain  Frederic  Mc- 
Intire  and  Louis  Sumner  and  bv  John  Hosmer 
in  the  cage  was  impressive.  Calvin  Eldred 
and  Zigmund  Rogers  did  some  fine  passing 
and  led  the  attack  for  the  Governors.

Gymnasium  on  Wednesday,  January  18,  when 
they  earned  an  impressive  victory  over  a 
stubborn  five  representing  the  Melrose  High 
School.  The  Governors'  attack  got  under  way 
slowly,  and  there  was  little  scoring  until  the 
end  of  the  period.  In  the  second  period,  how- 
ever, there  was  much  to  encourage  the  belief 
that  the  1933  team  was  in  no  way  inferior  to 
its  predecessors,  and  in  the  third  the  Gover- 
nors' passing  attack  carried  them  to  a  30-8 
lead  before  Mr.  Reagan  began  making  sub- 
stitutions. The  Melrose  team,  undaunted  by 
the  overwhelming  lead,  turned  on  the  Gover- 
nors' less  experienced  reserves  and  cut  the  lead 
thirteen  points  before  the  final  whistle. 

Entire  Squad  Participates  in  55  -  28  Victory 
Over  St.  John's  High 

In  the  second  game,  also  at  home,  the  Gov- 
ernors won  easily  from  the  St.  John's  High 
School  team  of  Danvers.  Despite  the  large 
score,  the  game  was  an  interesting  and  excit- 
ing one;  for  the  St.  John's  team  fought  hard 
for  the  ball  and  needed  only  a  little  more  ac- 
curacy in  shooting  to  make  the  game  a  close 
one.  During  the  game  Mr.  Reagan  used  his 
entire  squad,  and  Irving  Whiting,  Justin 
Smith,  Roland  Gill,  Irving  Stronach,  and 
Albert  Hessian  saw  almost  as  much  action  as 
the  starting  five.  Captain  John  Frank  ac- 
counted for  eighteen  points,  but  every  mem- 
ber of  the  squad  contributed  at  least  one 
basket. 

Many  fine  shots  were  made  during  the 
game,  but  the  play  that  will  live  in  the  mem- 
ory of  the  fans  was  one  in  which  Kerr,  stand- 
ing between  the  Melrose  basket  and  the  foul 
line,  received  a  pass  from  Frank,  pivoted,  and 
passed  between  the  legs  of  the  Melrose  guards 
to  Frank,  who  had  cut  back  of  the  guards 
and  scored  on  the  play. 

Governors  Gain  48  -  21  Decision  in  First 
Out-of-Town  Game 

On  Wednesday,  January  25,  the  Governors 
met  the  Huntington  five  at  Boston  in  their 
first  game  on  a  foreign  court.  It  was  also  their 
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first  experience  on  a  large  court,  but  they 
quickly  accustomed  themselves  to  the  greater 
distances  and  rolled  up  a  very  substantial 
lead.  Captain  Frank  again  led  the  scoring 
with  twenty  points,  but  Otis  Kerr  and  Her- 
bert Badger  were  not  far  behind.  Harrison 
Bickford  and  Minot  Shaw,  the  regular  guards, 
held  down  the  Huntington  score  until  they 
were  withdrawn  in  favor  of  the  reserves,  who 
are  being  given  every  possible  opportunity  to 
gain  experience  and  confidence. 

Phillips  -  Exeter  Five  Administers  First 
Defeat  to  Governors 

On  Saturday  afternoon,  January  28,  the 
Governor  Dummer  team  took  its  first  beating 
of  the  season  from  the  Exeter  five  at  Exeter. 
The  game,  a  very  closely  contested  one,  was 
marked  by  most  inaccurate  shooting  on  the 
part  of  the  Governors.  Several  times  in  the 
first  period  after  a  successful  series  of  passes 
a  poor  shot  went  wide  of  the  basket  to  spoil 
the  Governors'  opportunity.  Extremely  close 
guarding  by  both  teams  kept  to  a  minimum 
the  number  of  shots  attempted,  but  it  was 
noticeable  that  the  Exeter  players  capitalized 
a  far  greater  proportion  of  their  opportunities 
even  from  most  difficult  positions. 

In  the  second  half  the  Governors  were 
obviously  fatigued  by  their  efforts  on  the 
larger  court,  but  some  increase  in  accuracy 
prevented  Exeter  from  increasing  their  lead, 


and  the  game  ended  21-13.  Harrison  Bick- 
ford's  excellent  work  at  guard  and  Captain 
Frank's  offensive  play  were  the  outstanding 
features  of  the  Governors'  play. 

Governors  Amass  51  -  30  Lead  Over 
Lawrence  Academy 

The  Lawrence  Academy  basketball  team, 
which  has  always  furnished  keen  opposition 
for  Governor  Dummer  teams,  came  to  South 
Byfield  on  Wednesday  afternoon,  February 
first.  The  game  was  a  very  interesting  one 
even  though  the  lead  which  the  Governors 
gained  in  the  first  periods  made  the  score 
rather  one-sided.  After  the  visitors  had  opened 
the  scoring  with  a  field  basket,  the  Governors 
opened  a  dazzling  attack  that  gave  them  a 
lead  of  29-2  before  the  Lawrence  team  could 
pull  itself  together  and  check  the  onslaught. 
In  gaining  that  lead  the  Governors  exhibited 
the  finest  passing  attack  seen  here  in  many 
seasons.  At  one  point  in  the  game  Captain 
Frank  and  his  teammates  scored  three  times 
in  succession  without  allowing  a  Lawrence 
player  to  touch  the  ball;  and  a  dozen  times 
during  the  game  the  Governors  scored  on  un- 
interrupted plays  starting  from  the  tip-off. 
Many  such  plays  were  made  possible  by  the 
almost  uncanny  ease  with  which  Herbert 
Badger,  Minot  Shaw,  and  Captain  Frank 
reached  up  and  pulled  down  high  passes. 

In  the  second  half  the  scoring   was    much 
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more  even,  the  Lawrence  players  guarding 
more  successfully  and  executing  a  number  of 
fine  plays  themselves.  Both  teams  were  tired 
by  the  fast  pace  of  the  first  half  and  found  it 
necessary  to  make  a  number  of  replacements 
during  the  second. 

Governors  Hard-Pressed  to  Take  Victory 
Over  Rindge  Tech 

The  game  with  the  Rindge  Technical  School 
team  of  Cambridge  on  Saturday  evening, 
February  fourth,  was  the  closest  and  most  ex- 
citing seen  in  Lang  Gymnasium  in  some  time. 
Close  guarding  and  inaccurate  shooting  on 
both  sides  kept  the  scoring  at  a  minimum; 
but  there  was  plenty  of  action  until  the  final 
whistle.  At  the  end  of  the  first  period  the 
score  was  6-5;  but  before  the  end  of  the  half 
the  Governors  had  hit  their  stride  and  extend- 
ed their  lead  18-  11.  The  third  period  was 
distinctly  the  visitors',  ending  in  a  tie  at 
nineteen  all.  For  the  first  part  of  the  final 
period  neither  team  could  score.

Governors  Score  Decisive  Victory  Over 
Milton  Academy  Five 

On  Wednesday  afternoon,  February  eighth 
the  Governors  defeated  the  Milton  team  at 
Milton  for  the  first  time  in  five  years.  Al- 
though the  floor  was  one  of  the  largest  the 
Governors  have  played  on  this  year,  it  failed 
to  handicap  them  as  the  one  at  Exeter  did, 
leading  instead  to  better  passing  and  cutting 
than  usual.  The  game  was  a  fast  one 
throughout,  but  the  pace  set  in  the  first  period 
was  too  fast  to  be  maintained.    At  the  end  of 


the  first  half  the  Governors  led  20-4;  and 
they  extended  their  lead  still  more  in  the  third 
period.  The  Governors'  reserves  entered  the 
game  in  the  final  period  and  showed  the  re- 
sults of  the  seasoning  which  Mr.  Reagan  has 
been  careful  to  give  them. 

Captain  Currier  of  Milton  played  an  excel- 
lent game  and  accounted  for  12  of  the  Milton 
score.

The  Governors'  fencing  team  will  have  its 
first  taste  of  competition  when  it  meets  the 
Harvard  freshman  team  at  Cambridge  on 
March  11.  An  earlier  meet  had  been  ar- 
ranged with  the  Andover  team  but  was  in- 
definitely postponed  because  of  a  quarantine 
at  that  school.
